Political stability, due to the peculiar security situation of the nation, would 
guarantee continued economic growth and national security, he said. The president 
attacked the allegation that many candidates of the opposition camp should be 
elected so that they could more effectively check the government. 


President Chon said the allegation was wrong. He said now was the time for the 
government to push ahead with various projects more forcefully. 


If the opposition parties turn out to have “too many lawmakers" in the elections, 
it was likely that the government and the National Assembly would confront each 
other instead of being cooperative. This, he said, was feared to bring about a 
vicious circle of politics, obstructing the work of making democracy take deep 
root in the nation. 


The National Assembly should be made a forum of free discussion and dialogue. Then 
brisk and productive politics in line with the new concept of fresh politics in the 
Fifth Republic will be ensured according to the president. 











President Chon made a point that the proportional candidates representing all 
occupations should take the leading role in the creation of new politics. The 
new national assembly would be the "teating cornerstone” of clean, ethical and 
productive politics in the new era, he said, 


Lashing out at past politics typified by partiean struggle, trickery, and 
demagoguery, which were the main causes of the loss of public confidence, Presi- 
dent Chon said the new politics should be differant for the realization of the 
ideals of a democratic welfare state. 


He said, “we should not allow our determination to create a new history to slacken.”

Student political activities virtually came to a halt as the leadership was 
destroyed in a government crackdown under martial law proclaimed last 17 May.

CANDIDATES’ POPULARITY DOMINATES ELECTION CAMPAIGN

[Text] Electioneering has gone into full swing with candidates of political 
parties together with their independent rivals, taking up the hatchet within the 
legally allowed limits of campaigns to carry the day in the crucial 25 March 
battle--just 10 days away. 


The contenders, making the most of the just-started stumping rallies, are exerting 
desperate efforts to bring indecisive voters to their side with a host of eye- 
catching election pledges their parties have already announced. 


Adding fuel to the ever-heating campaign mood are convassing tours by top leaders 
of such parties as the Democratic Justice Party (DJF), the Democratic Korea Party 
(DKP), and the Korea National Citizens Party (KNCP), who are now scurrying around 
the electoral districts throughout the country drumming up support for candidates 
of their parties. 


It appears that electioneering this time is characterized by confrontation between 
individual contenders rather than a policy showdown between political parties. 


This is indicative of a possibility that such factors as personal popularity, 
consanguinity, relations with fellow alumni or professional backgrounds may influ- 
ence eligible voters more than their affiliations with political parties do. 


Political observers analyzed cautiously that these things might have resulted from 
disappearance of political disputes such as one-man rule of long standing and 
human rights issues, which got in the hair of political parties during electioneer- 
ing in the past. 


Other major reasons they raised for putting more emphasis on individual capacity 
are as follows: 


--The forthcoming general elections will be conducted for the first time uncer 
the new supreme law since the birth of the Fifth Republic. 





~-Evaluation of the current circumstances both at home and abroad, especially in 
terms of national security interests, by each political party is the same per se. 


~~Policies as well as election pledges made public by them have cimilarities, al- 
though not all, 


--Not a few new faces are running in the elections for their political debut. 


The major political parties, DJP, DKP, and KNCP, which are scrambling to gain as 
many parliamentary seats as possible, claim that their election pledges are not 
Clap-trap but are substantially easy-to-realize ones, if their parties gain 
majority strength on the house floor, 


While trying to ride a wave of support until election day, the political parties 
are compelled to watch one another to check if their candidates or their rivals 
are perpetrating any wrongdoings during the electioneering. 


Yi Chae-hyong, chairman of the |.?; Yu Shi-song, president of the DKP; Kim Chong- 
chol of the KNCP; and Kim Ui-teae’ of the Civil Rights Party (CRP), are unanimous 
in concluding that violators of .|«. t.lon law should not go unpunished, obviously 
cognizant of the possibility that an election climace is prone to be marred as 
election mood is heating up. 


Desputed in the joint stumping rallies were a strong call for a stable majority 
force in the new national assembly by the DJP candidates as against their rivals 
from the DKP and the KNCP, who appealed to the voters to back them to restrain the 
ruling camp from running alone on the floor. 


As insisted repeatedly by DJP Chairman Yi, DJP candidates argued that even if 

the © party succeeded in obtaining 153 parliamentary seats (92 elected from 
constituencies plus 61 on the proportional representation ticket), the total num- 
ber would still be insuff: ient to help the government maximize efficiency in 
handling state affairs. 


Besides, candidates of the DKP and CRP were at loggerheads with each other over 
the question of which party really represents the opposition camp.

[Text] Today the nation marke the first annual observance of Workers’ Day under 
the administration of President Chon Tu-hwan. At the outset of the Fifth Republic 
looking to a modern welfare society a sober second thought on the rights and 
responsibilities of labor seems in order.

Heavy demands made by workers and violent techniques resorted 
to for the sake of obtaining their aims often resulted in weakening or ruinning 
industrial plants and business establishments, and thus paralyzing the national 
economy. We have seen many iustances of excessive union activism causing increased 
Gistress to labor in consequence of reduced productivity, layoffs and bankruptcy. 


The rights and interest of workers deserve to be respected, protected and promoted 
in whatever country and under whatever system. It should be done in a way that 
would not damage the cormon good and general welfare of the whole society of which 
labor, capital and mana; ment are joint partners. This is impossible unless all 
parties and sectors concerned act in a spirit of cooperation and reciprocity 
derived from a sense of shared destiny. 











The familiar slogan of our Saemaul (new community) movement at factories always 
carries a meaningful and convincing message for all: “Regard and treat workers 

as our family members; regard and treat the factory as our own house." A conscious- 
nese of identity and common benefit between labor and management is vital to keep 
our economy and society going without a4 hitch. 


it ie true that a large number of our workers are suffering from a bare subsistence 
wage or less. Most salaried men are having a hard time with their enail-paced pay 
raises in the face of galloping inflation. To relieve their plight measures are 
required for ensuring the minimum wage and boosting fringe benefite as well as 
regular income. Better treatment of workers is bound to pay off in the form of 
increased efficiency and devotion, 


The nation is now in pursuit of ite second economic take-off, The gigantic task 
calle for greater productivity and harmonious collaboration among capital, manage- 
ment, labor, merchants, consumers and public policy makers. Sound work ethics and 
improved standard of living for workers hold the key to healthy industrial rela- 
tions.

[Text] Despite extensive reforms and shakeups eo far undertaken at home to usher 
in the fifth republic, the nation's foreign policy remains intact and consistent. 
Yet the immense domestic developments for renewal should have a4 corresponding 
degree of impact on diplomacy in that the republic's external relations ought to 
be revitalized and expanded to meet the demands of the new era. 


in this respect, the conference of 60-odd ambassadors and consuls general assigned 
to America, Asia and Africa, now meeting in Seoul, is timely. The four-day event, 
following a January get-together of envoys posted in other areas, is reportedly 
aimed at assessing the global situation, with that of the Korean peninsula in- 
cluded, and discussing measures to step up diplomatic activities, economic outreach 
and overseas publicity. 


Indeed the nation's diplomacy, stagnant for some time due to past fluctuations on 
the domestic scene, is at the threshold of resurgence--at that in a favorable 
environment. [sentence as published) 


The domestic situation has gained stability, marking steady political development 
as highlighted by the recent presidential inauguration and the on-going brisk 
campaigns for a new national assembly election. 


Moreover in terms of foreign affairs, President Chon Tu-hwan made a successful 
visit to the United States as the first foreign head of state invited by President 
Ronald Reagan since his inauguration. The Chon-Reagan summit virtually scrapped a 
controversial plan regarding the withdrawal of U.S. ground troops from Korea and 
more than restored American backing of the republic's stance. 


What is significant about President Chon's visit to the United States is not only 
the reanimation in full range of relations between the two allies but its poten- 
tial effects in improving the republic's ties with other countries, in both the 
West and the nonaligned bloc, and its status in the international community at 
large. 


With th republic having set sail, the government should make every effort 
to make est use of such 4 new momemtum—-a task that requires more strenuous 
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exertion that ever on the part of those engaged in foreign service abroad as well 
as policy~-makers. 


One of the outstanding issues is how to combat and outatrip North Korea's diplo- 
matic maneuvering to slander and isolate the republic in international society. 


Though effective steps are constantly needed to stall the Pyongyang attempts, it 

is about time that the government wiped out traces of defensive diplomacy and took 
a more positive and forward-looking stance. Establishing diplomatic superiority 
over North Korea is one thing, but more necessary is 4 broadly-based, comprehensive 
aud consistent diplomacy to live up the age of interdependence, promoting friend- 
ship and cooperation with as many nations as possible. 


In the world today, economic factors play a role as important as--and in numerous 
cases more important than--those of political and other natures in relations 
between nations. In that sense, the republic is in a far better situation than 
North Korea with ite growing foreign trade and economic cooperation-<vital ele- 
ments which make substantive both its approaches to nonaligned nations and existing 
relations with friendly countries. 


President Chon himself aptly noted upon his inauguration that international rela- 
tions nowadays are characterized by increasing interdependence among nations, 
pledging his utmost efforts to further promote friendly and cooperative ties al- 
ready established and to seek new relations with those countries which do not 
share ideology or social systems with the republic. 


Under thie guideline, those in foreign service are called on to rally all their 


wisdom, creativeness and endeavor to carry out resurgent, realistic diplomacy to 
meet more of the national interests.

Oil-supply arrangement with its U.S. counterpart in order to heip meet any pos- 
sible emergency situation, reliable sources said yesterday. 


The sources said the planned new arrangement should replace or supplement the 
present petroleum agreement signed in 1964 between Korea and the United States. 


The two allies are expected to conclude the new agreement on oil supply, in Light 
of the bilateral accord made in Washington 2 Feb in the summit meeting between 
President Chon Tu-hwan and his U.S. counterpart Ronald Reagan. 


The joint communique issued after the summit talks said, “The United States will 
seek to assist Korea to obtain energy supplies in the event of an emergency 
affecting our @utual security interests.” 


To protect the “mutual security interests,” the sources pointed out, the two coun- 
tries should enter into a new oil-supply agreement so as to help Korea obtain 
enough oil for its military operations in an emergency. 


And the U.S. forces are required to store in normal times in Korean territory a 
certain amount of their oil needs, in order to fully prepare against any possible 
invasion by the communists, the sources stressed. 


Energy-resources ministry-prepared statistics show that the nation's oil consumption 
during the first month of this year wae some 560,000 barrels per day. 


And the government has planned to establish facilities to store oil for 60-day 
emergency use by the end of 1986.

Among all of us who are the revolutionary warriors of the fatherly leader there 
have been no greater heroes, no more worthy examples, than their total sacrifices 
on the sole path of revolution for the leader. 


On tiny Wolmi Island which is only 105 meters above sea level and one kilometer 
square, the U.S. imperialist agressors who swooped in with over 50,000 troops 
under the cover of more than a thousand airplanes and some three hundred warships 
clashed with the heroic defenders of Wola@i Island who met them head on with four 
artillery pieces--the warriors of the coastal artillery to which comrade Yi 
Tae-hun, hero of the republic, belonged, were all young men just in their 20's 
or under, but they sacrificed both their youth and their lives, and their great 
service shines out brilliantly, eternally in the history of the fatherland because 
of their fidelity to the respected and beloved leader. 


A new day shone forth on 13 Sep 1950. 
The dense cannon smoke dispersed and Wolmi Island slowly revealed its form. With 


the sea fog dispersed, one or two dark spots were dimly visible on the distant 
horizon. 
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They were enemy ships. Ina short while the sea before Inchon was black with 
enemy warships. in the sky enemy aircraft swooped in. Ten, twenty, fifty..., 
their number was incalculable. In this way, the U.S, aggessors swooped in early 
in the morning. 


The U.S. imperialists, faced with a fate of being driven completely out of the 
fatherland, carried out a general mobilization of the Army, Navy, and Air Force 
of the Pacific theatre and, together with venturing a counterattack from the 
Naktong River line, they planned a large-scale landing operation at Inchon. The 
enemy planned to land major forces at Inchon, take Seoul by force, sever our 

front lines from the rear area, and, in concert with the groups attacking from the 
Naktong River line, they daydreamed of "surrounding and exterminating" in one 
blow our principal forces which had advanced to the Naktong River. 


The respected and beloved comrade supreme commander tried to penetrate the 
situation which was presented at this time and formulate wise policies for delaying 
the speed of the attack of the enemy with a tenacious defense at the Naktong River 
line and policies for securing the strategic withdrawal of our principal forces. 


Together with this, the great leader ordered that we fight for time in order to 
strengthen our coastal defenses against the enemy's landing which was forecast for 
the Lnchon area and in order to prepare our strategic counterattack by roughly 
breaking up the enemy's landing attempt. 


The company to which Comrade Yi Tae-hun belonged, in order to carry out the 
orders of the respected and beloved Comrade Supreme Commander, had occupied 
Wolmi Island, which was located in an extremely important position, and had 
completed every sort of preparation. 


The enemy, at last, opened fire. Innumerable shells came hurtling in making a 
terrible din in sudden volleys. Wolmi Island was immersed in a sea of flames 
in an instant. 


Bastards! Come on, if your dare! We, the heirs of the indomitable revolutionary 
spirit of the anti-Japanese revolutionary patriots who were endlessly faithful to 
the great leader, will have to push you bastards all into the sea and cru8h you. 


The hearts of the heroic defenders beat thus as one, 


“Company, fire for the sake of the fatherland!" The company commander send down 
the order to fire. 


The soldiers who had awaited this moment with breasts ablaze all together 
spouted and blazed with destructive fire. The shells rushing out from right 
in front of them concentrated on an enemy destroyer. 


"A hit, a hitt... “Every time a shell hit an enemy ship, the company commander 
raised up his two hands and shouted in a high voice.

The job of victors filled the faces of the soldiers emerging from the artillery 
position, knocking off thick clods of mud. "...Well, I have to say our guns 
fired the first salvo; the fire in that haughty enemy ship's belly flashed up; I 
saw it clearly, a bastard of an enemy officer on deck, who had been staring at 
us holding his binoculars, flew up into the air in the explosion spread-eagle, 
and sprawled out... “Comrade Choe Ho-sop held a light and Comrade Ku Hag-gyun 
gestured and talked in this way. 


"Ha, ha, ha, ...," the fighters saw all this and laughed holding their bellies. 


Comrade Yu Chi-ryong who was known as a clown stood in the front and announced 

the start of an entertainment celebrating their first combat victory. Together 
with Comrade Kwon Song, he took off his steel pot, imitated playing a violin, and 
accompanied himself with lip sounds. The fighters seated around them clapped their 
hands and sang "The Guerillas' March." 


The officers, who had made their battle wrap-up reports, came running in 
together with the special duty officer and the mess cook who had made glutinous 
rice cake to treat the victorious warriors, The sounds of the singing grew 
louder, Comrades Kim Mong-su and Kim Tal-su clapped a rhythm and began to 
dance, The soldiers jumped into the dance area successively by one's and two's. 


Even though darkness had gone to visit this island of dense gunsmoke, the dance 
area which was overflowing with youthful enthusiasm and the victors' joy was even 
fuller of the undoubting convictions of fighters who will defend Wolmi Island 

to the end, 





What sort of enemies were these who thought they could climb boldly under cover 
up Wolmi Island of our fatherland while it is guarded by such heroic fighters, 
the soldiers who will have heirs because of their confidence of victory in the 
austere scene of fierce battle at any time and because of their revolutionary 
romance. 


In the second fierce battle, too, the fighters exhibited incomparable heroism 


and offered up the distinguished battle record of sinking one enemy destroyer, 
two landing barges, and four lighters into the sea. 
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However, there were losses, too, in this decisive battle, 
The fifteenth, the day of the final engagement brightened hopefully. 


The fourteen remaining heroic warriors in the company prepared for the final 
battle in order to wreak revenge upon the hundreds of enemy boats and to defend 
Wolmi Island to the end. 


The company commander's order for the company to fall in came down. 
The company assembled in a tunnel. 


The company commander surveyed the fighteres with blazing eyes and spoke, 
"Comrades! Take off your packs. Put on new uniforms and let's offer up a pledge 
of fidelity to the respected and beloved comrade supreme commander...." 


The comrade company commander put on his new uniform first. The fighters staring
